Acrording 
to the latest figures. the 12 906.000 Catholics is 
the United States support 559 hospitals and sani- 
tariums and 594 charitable institut'ons. Who but

WU Loo 
RITTANY the provinces in the 
northwest of France, was always 
looked upon by the English with 

envious eyes, and no one looked upon 

at more hungrily than Pdward III 
when he was King of England. 


Bo, when the Duke of Brittany 
@ied, leaving no heir, there wes a 
controversy between his two broth- 
era, Charlies, Duke of Blois, and 
John, Count of Montfort. The French 
sided with the Duke of Blois, and 
England immediately took up the 
cudgels of the younger son, John, 
Count of Montfort. 

John of Montfort was promptly 
seized by the French Government 
and thrown into prison. But there 
‘Was someone with his interests at 


heart who set about at once to plan + 


and plot and scheme to hold the 
duchy for the imprisoned Count. 

It was his wife—one of the real 
heroines of the fourteenth century 
in which she lived—who started the 
campaign to defend the rights of 
John of Montfort. 

A very romantic scene took place, 
which is described as one of the ro- 
mantic episodes of history, when the 
brave Countess of Montfort sent her- 
alds forth and asked the subjects of 
her husband to come to her castle 
at Rennes. 

Then the great lady appeared on 
the balustrade. with her little son 
encircled by her arm, and passion- 
ately plegded with her people to de- 
fend fhe rights of her boy who rep- 
resented an ancient and noble house. 
She assured them that the English 
would aid them, and spoke to them 
with such convincing sincerity that 
the Bretons gave a loud cheer as 
they pledged their swords to the 
courageous Joan. | 
*Beforg entering the conflict Joan 
took care to have her little boy 
safely conducted to the friendly 
shores of England, where he would 
be safe from harm. 

Then she returned to Hennebont 
for the aid

horse ever ready to carry her into 
the fray, Joan took command. 
it was her fine spirit which kept her

The Duke of Blois was much sur-| 


prised when he found what a diffi- 
cult task was his, because he had 
laughed scornfully when tbid that it 
Was a woman who led his enemy. 


When it was thought that the 
Montfort forces would be obliged to 
surrender, and the Bishop was about 
to talk of terms with the Duke of 
Blois, Joan ran once more to the 
tower of her castle, hoping that she 
might see the sail of one of the 
English fleet. 

Her heart thrilled as she saw on 
the horizon what she thought might 
be a ship. And her courage _in- 
creased as she feverishly watthed 
the speck develop into a ship. 


Soon the English fleet sailed into 
the harbor, dropped anchor, and in 
a short while defeated the Duke of 
Blois and burned his encampment. 


Then followed a treaty whereby 
Johrm of Montfort was set free, and 
he and his brave wife were once 
more united. 


For this splendid act of heroism 
Joan of Brittany is remembered, and 
her memory is cherished by all who 
read the history of the Bretons.
